THe War Councit MEDAL 


New York, January 15th, 1921 


The American Red Cross on the oceasion of its annual 
meeting of the present year presented to each member of 
its War Council a memorial medal in recognition of their 
exceptional services during the war. This medal has been 
designed by Daniel C. French and executed under his 


direction. 


The twelve medals given to the members of the War 
Council were struck in gold. Each bears on its rim the 
name of its recipient. Each is, therefore, unique and 
is intended so to be. In addition four copies in silver 


have been issued. 


The interest in this medal is so great and its beauty 
so exceptional that the committee in charge, with the 
approval of the National Society, have determined to give 
to Chapters and members of the Red Cross as well as to 
art museums and lovers of art the opportunity of securing 
a limited number of replicas in bronze. The half tone 
reproduction on the preceding page will give an idea of - 
the beauty and dignity of Mr. French’s achievement. On 
the obverse, in high relief, is represented the symbolic 
head of an American soldier. Mr. French’s initials, D 
C. F., will be found inconspicuously beneath the neck 
of the figure. On the reverse is a Red Cross nurse standing 
erect over a prostrate wounded soldier. The two figures 
are posed in the form of a cross and are appropriately 
enclosed in the typical form of an American Red Cross. 
On the reverse is the following inscription: AMERICAN 
RED CROSS. TO COMMEMORATE THE VISION AND 
ACHIEVEMENT OF ITS WAR COUNCIL. The diameter 


of the medal is 234 inches. 


The subscription price of the bronze medal has been 
fixed at $6.00, an amount deemed sufficient substantially 
to cover cost of the materials and distribution. All the 
medals will be numbered. The allotment and numbering 
of the medals will be made in the order of receipt of 
subscriptions. The lists will close at noon on March 15 
1921, after which date no more subscriptions will be 

-accepted. Subscriptions must be accompanied by check 
to the order of the American Numismatic Society and 
instructions for delivery should be sent, not to the Red 
Cross or the Red Cross Committee, but to THE AMERICAN 
NUMISMATIC SOCIETY, 156TH ST. and BROADWAY, 
NEW YORK, who have kindly consented to make this 


distribution.

We have established at National Headquarters a 
Red Cross Museum, which is intended to be a memorial to the Ked Cress 
workers during the recent war. 


We have a number of valuable medals, which have 
been presented to the American Red Cross by the various governments 
and townships of Europe, We are very anxious to have replicas made of 
these medal¢ and I should appreciate it very much if you could sive 
me advice on the subject, Would it be possible for the American Nun- 
ismatie Society to reproduce them in baser metal at a low price? Our 
Museum has practically no appropriation of funds and we are therefore 
not able to make any great outlay for these replicas. 


It wuld be impossible to replace these medals if 
they were lost or stolen and it is for this reason that we wish accurate 
replicas made,and also that we may send them around the country with 
traveling exhibits that the people of America may realize what recog- 
nition has been paid to the American Red Cross. 


| We have about twelve of these medals varying from 
1 inch to 4 inches in diameter. Most of them are of the finest French 
and Italian workmanship.
